It befell me to be head of the service department at one of the larger L. Radio 
stores.

Hello Kevin. 


Well, that certainly sounds like a unique experiment that you performed 
there. The beer I understand, but the Tesla coil has me baffled... 


If I'm understanding you, you've now got the problem of mercury blobs on 
the inside of the envelope in areas where filiment cooking won't remove ‘em. 


If that's the case, they can be removed with a heat gun (the type used to 
shrink heat shrink tubing or model airplane wing covering materials). Just 
apply the air stream to the areas of the envelope that you want "de-mercuried". 
The stuff will evaporate like magic, and recondense in the bottom of the tube. 


BTW, it's advisable to apply filiment voltage while you do it, mainly to 
keep mercury from recondensing in areas where you don't want it (i.e., on the 
tube electrodes). 


Also, be DAMNED careful to NOT accidentally apply high voltage to the tube 
while it's overheated by the heat gun! It will be overionized (i.e., merc vapor 
cloud will be too "rich"), and the beast will backfire, sure as hell, and it's 
bye bye rectifier!

philanthropic; members of missions could communicate, but NOT run the 
mission via amateur radio. 


Recently, the autopatch rules have been "relaxed" to permit ordering a 
pizza, but I have a personal problem with that use of amateur radio, 
believing that there are other mechanisms available and that use feels 
inappropriate. 


The same holds for this list. I do *NOT* want to "police" the BA list. 
I want you all to think of the other folks, be considerate of their 
interests and feelings, and if, under that scrutiny, it does "feel 
right", then don't do it! Simple. Places the responsibility for being 
considerate and polite on those where it should be. I am NOT going to 
be a List Police, at least in the conventional sense, but I do not 
think, based on EMail sent to me and not through the list, that 
commercial ventures should be promoted xby the owners/operators* of 
those businesses.

I got the TV-7/U last week and it seems to look and work 
okay. The only problem might be lack of filament voltage to the 
acorn socket. (Which pins are filaments on a 955? Maybe I didn't

My unit had socket-savers in the 7/8/9 pin sockets. It also has

Thanks for the thumbnail sketch on Vobroplex bugs. I can't find anything in 
it that I disagree with. 


You call the Zephyr rare (I prefer to call it "scarce" rather than rare), 
especially on the West Coast. It was a pretty scarce model in the Midwest too 
(I can just see Randy Cole smiling as he reads that; we had quite an offline 


discussion about the Zephyr's scarcity awhile back). Maybe this was an East 
Coast or Southern key :-) 


In addition, the Zephyr with the gray wrinkle base seems to be somewhat MORE 
scarce than the version with the black wrinkle base; why, I don't know. 


In about 15 years of collecting, I've seen a total of ONE Zephyr offered 
for sale, and it was a gray base. The guy who I swapped it to (a West Coaster) 
has seen a total of TWO of ‘em, and both were black based. He is somewhat more 
involved in the hobby than I am, and has seen a whole lot more iron than I 
have. 


Suffice it to say that when I saw that gray based Zephyr I hopped on it like 
a duck on a June bug; encountering that key is the ONLY time I've ever blown my 
poker face during a key buying negotiation! 


Currently, I have a black based Zephyr, and it's one of my favorite keys. I 
used a Champion at my high school club station (W9LBB), and that was the first 
"real" bug I'd used (at home, I had a hardwood block and hacksaw blade thing 
until I finally got my used Original in about 1965). The Champion and Zephyr 
handle identically, but I prefer the Zephyr because of that handy shorting 
switch. 


Also, I'll say RIGHT ON to your observation that the older models that have 
the nickel plated base option are QUITE scarce. Once again, I've seen a grand 
total of one (a 1938 or so Lightning Bug), and once again I didn't procrastin- 
ate on it. It's one of the stars of my collection, even tho the nickel is a bit 
yellowed with age, and a couple of bubbles are forming in it where it's coming 
unbonded from the base metal. 


Remember that the nickel plating option was mainly available during the dep- 
ression. Back then (like now) the basic cost of a new bug was a major hit in 
wallet. For an awful lot of operators, both amateur and professional, the add- 
itional cost of options, like nickel plating, just wasn't within the relm of 
reasonable possibility. I doubt that one in twenty bugs sold included options 
of any sort, except MAYBE a cord and wedge, and for the professional a carrying 
case.
